Fiizsimmons. who died of 
cancer in 1981. had taken 
Iho Teamsters hu.m— as 
a cateiaker. Holla 
expected— while Hofia was 
in ine penitentiary. But 
organized crime liked Fitz- 
Simmons. While Holla had 
doied out Ihe graft himsell. 
Fiizsimmons, distracted 
by perks like privaie jcis that 
Holla had despised, oete- 
gaied responsibility. During 
Fitzsimmons's reign, the 
moo would skim whatever il 
wanted Itom union coKcrs. 
says an FB I., invesiigaiof. 

Teamsiers cohorts like 
Anir.ony ^Tony Pro ' Provcn- 
zano— Ihe Genovese 
mobster who controlled the 
New Jersey Teamsters 
with his two brolhers— were 
disuessed, invesisgators 
sufmise. when Holla began 
to make noises about re- 
gaining Ihe union presi- 
dency. He.evcn threatened 
to Sing to the govemmeni 
about FiJzsimmonss ccr- 
ruptipn. 

F(om evidence that in- 
cludes a noialion in Holla's 
calendar, (ho FB.l. deduces 
lhal Anmony "Tony Jack"' 
Giacalone. a Detroit crime 
naccb, helped lure ihe 
renegade ex-union boss' to 
his death, inviting Holla 
to meet hun and Provenzaoo 
on July 30. 1975. ot itio 
Machus fletj Fan, a restau- 
rant in a Detroit suburb, 
for a peace powwow. At 



aboul 2:00 pm thai day. 
Holla phoned his wile Irom 
Ihe restaurant lo say thai . 
neither Giacalono nor Pro- 
venzano had shown up. 

Those wcro his last known 
words and. though he has 
been declared legaily dead, 
his body has n-ivei been 
lound. prompting mystery 
bulls, kooks. and oitiei 
parlies ranging from 
Teamsiers aides lo con- 
cerned citizens to bombard 
Iho F8 I. over ihc years - 
with "sQluiions" lo the case. 
A Holla atlomey even 
claimed ttiai the disappear- 
once liad to do wiin iim 
cx-Tr amstws tx>5S's alleged 
participation in the C l.A.'s 
bungled plots lo asonccinaio 
Fidel Castro. 

Tne most generally ac- 
cepicd theory oi Hollas 
passing was put to a 1975 
grand jury by Ihc FO.l. 
The agency conjectured 
lhal Ho/la was cniiced Irom 
the Machtis Red Fo* by a 
Uutiud proteuii, v.hoiu tie d 
raised as a son. Charles 
"Chuckic" 0'8'icn The FB I. 
theorized thai 0 Bncn 



picked him up at the ics- 
lau/anl m a maroon Mercury 
owned by Giacatone's 
con. ostensibly lo. the do- 
loycd sit-down with Giaca- 
lone and Provcnzano. 

Insicad. according lo one 
EO I iheory. O'Brien drove 
Holla to a mccung wuh 
at least two Provcnzano op- 
eratives— Salvaioro 'Sally 
Dugs" BfiQugiiO and ciiticr 
his Droihcr. Gabrie!, or a 
gangcier named Thomas 
Andfcua. Holla was sia^n 
snoiiiy thcreaitei. ihe FB.l. 
Dclitves "Who actually 
Old ine hit is pure specula- 
iion, " says an FU I. oxpcn. 

.*v*a)iy years laiur. Dn'; 
missing link in ihe theory 
wQuid SCI the sliige lor 
f'i;ii)>ios At 1)10 lime, iiio 
men wlio were ihc lucus ol 
mo agency's invc:,iigaiion .

The grand jury did not

Provcnzano. now dead, 
was a "very line person," 
and "Mr. Giacalone is one ol 
the Imcsi lamily men r< rj 
ever mol," Charles O'Oncn, 
now a Florida-based repre- 
sentative tor the Teamsters, 
told me. "Anybody lhal 
knew me knew thai I would 
never have let anything 
happen lo Mr. Holla." 

F.O.I, experts remain 
unimpressed by such char- 
acter rolerenccs. 

Provenzano's death 
occurred while he was 
serving a 21-year sentence 
for ollenses including iho 
murder ol a Teamsiers nval. 
Tony "Three fingers" Cas- 
leiino Three Fingers, like 
Holla, conveniently disap- 
peared during a mob power 
dispute. 

Salvalorc Qriguglio was 
the victim ol a gangland- 
siylc shooting in New York's 
Liilie Italy in I97Q. monihs 
bclore he also was id be 
ined in ine'Casielliio case. 
Some Icdcral oldcials 
Suspect he was killed be- 
cause Provcnzano was 
worried that BriQuglio would 
f,-ii aooul Hrilla in return 
for lomency in Ihe murder 
case. 

Giacaione began. serving 
13 years lor income tax 
evasion and exiomon in 
1979. Andrciia began 
serving 20 years loi racke- 
lecnrig Itie snnit year

American iecorwimy. Central Sanliaiion 
had a pickup spot that would have been 
conveniently located in terms of tne last 
krtown niovemenis ol tha ox-Teamsiors 

DOSS. 

PlayDOy maQazina. in an essay about 
its decision to carry iha Frankos iniei- 
view. admitted that iha Hotla case has 
made loots ot sensible men balorc. The 
magaiine recaiiea that a Michigan at- 
lo/ney General, trailed by a posse oi ro- 
porters, attacked a -lO-acre liaid with a 
backhoe. A tipsier had icd a siaiti in- 
vestigating commiitea mat Holla s body 
was it^eie. 

"Frankos is a credible witness." PUy 
boir argued, because "he has lived his 
life amid a treacherous band ol killers."

PRESSER for a chapter in the TEAMSTERS. PRESSER continued to ^J/^^' 
maintain ties with HOFFA. 

It discussed the contact in 1952 when HOFFA initiated 
contact with JIMMY "The Weasel" to JOEY GLIMCO, a capo in the 
Chicago Mafia and president of a TEAMSTERS local there. The 
author discussed the questioning of WILLIAM J. MC CARTHY, Boston 
TEAMSTER Vice President, by the FBI in 1976 concerning HOFFA's 
mysterious disappearance.
